Weapons: Please do not discharge any type 
of weapon within the Walt Disney World Vaca¬ 
tion Kingdom. This includes firearms, air 
guns, archery equipment and fireworks. All 
weapons must be check in at the Reception 
Outpost or Fort Wilderness Lodge. 


Wildlife: For your safety, do not try to feed, 
pet or handle any wildlife. Three types of 
poisonous snakes are native to this area. They 
are the Cottonmouth Moccasin, the Diamond- 
back Rattier and the Coral Snake. In the re¬ 
mote chance that you should encounter any 
snake or alfigator, please contact one of our 
Fort Wilderness personnel at once. 


Plant Life; Please help us preserve the natu¬ 
ral beauty of our trees, shrubs, flowers and 
other plant life. Also, please be cautioned that 
not even Fort Wilderness is exempt fi-om a 
httie poison ivy. 

Motorbikes or Cycles: No two-wheeled 
motorized vehicles are allowed in Fort 
Wilderness. 


Your campsite is equipped with 115/220-volt 
electrical outiets, a charcoal grill, water, a 
picnic table, a waste container, and, in most 
cases, a sanitary disposal hookup. 

Just down the trail, you’ll find a comfort 
station that’s air-conditioned and equipped 
with private showers, an ice dispenser, laun¬ 
dry facilities, public and house phones, and 
restrooms — open 24 hours (except the 
laundry room). 


Check-out time is 11 a.m. Please call the 
Lodge (house phones touch 31) to request a 
late check-out. There will be an additional 
charge for check-outs after 11 a.m. if avail- 
abiUty permits. 

Pets: Pets may be boarded at the kennel 
near the Fort Wilderness Lodge/Reception Out¬ 
post. Sorry, pets are not allowed inside Fort 
Wilderness, the MAGIC KINGDOM Park or 
EPCOT Center. 

Parking: Please park only one motorized 
vehicle and one camping unit at a campsite.
